Although Cortina d'Ampezzo lies at only 
4,000 feet above sea level, snow conditions 
are first-class until the end 6f March, whilst 
at the ski-ing fields of Pocol and Tre. Croci 
(both about 6,000 feet) theré is ski-ing until 
May. Pocol is reached by wire-rope railway, 
and Tre Croeci by motor. ‘buses. fitted. with 
tractor wheels. 

Another excellent region for a late winter 
sports holiday is the Gardena Valley—offshoot 
of the broad Brennero-Bolzano Valley. The 
steep sides of the Gardena Valley retain their 
snow long after it has disappeared from some 
other regions at higher altitudes. The prin- 
cipal centre is Ortisei (4,055 feet), from which 
there is a wire-rope railway to Monte Pana 
(5,500 feet), whence splendid tours can be 
made in every direction—to Sasso Lungo 
(8,800 feet). to the Sella Pass (7,300 feet), to 
Cima Boe (10,3500 feet), et. Some of these 
runs are only ‘for experienced. ski-ers, but 
most of them are quite suitable for modest 
performers, 

San Martino di Castrozza (at about 5,000 
feet) is another suitable centre for a late ski- 
ing holiday, and with the electrification of 
the Ora-Predazzo line and the clearing ot 
snow through the Rolle Pass it is quite easy 
of access. Ora lies on the Bolzano. Verona 
railway; motor ‘buses ply between Predazzo 
and San Martino. There are many wonder- 
ful runs. one of which for several miles 
follows the road over the Rolle Pass, In 
addition, there are jumps up to 148 feet. 

An illustrated guide to all winter sports 
resorts in Italy can be obtained (gratis) from 
the London office of the Italian State Tourist 
Department, 38 Piccadilly, W.1, or from any 
tourist agency.

E. J. Kelly, K.C., for the Attorney-General, 
and had almost concluded his evidence, when 
he said: “I forgot to mention that while I 
was on the landing—before the explosion 
occurred—I heard a man shouting: . ' Turn 
on the water.’ I could not see the man, 
but from his voice I would say that it was 
McArdle.” 


WHEN THE WATER CEASED 


When he was on the escape he heard a 
shout.and saw Fireman Potts on the roof of 
No. 165. He told him te hold cr for a few 
seconds and they would get him down. Before 
Potts was taken off the roof the second ex- 
plosion, which seemed to come from- the same 
direction as the first, occurred. ' 

Later he came down from the escape be- 
cause the supply of water ceased: he did 
not know whether the supply had failed or 
had been -turned off. From the time the 
first section of the brigade left the Central 
Station until the first hoses were laid would 
be about three or four minutes, he said. 

To Mr. V. Rice, K.C,, for the Corporation, 
the witness said that he thought he wa: on 
the landing when he heard the voice of 
McArdle calling to turn on the water.

ignition from outside and accidental sources, 
could have caused fire by spontaneous com- 
bustion; (3) that the clectric -wiring system, 
either for lighting or charging, was as effec- 
tively protected from danger of fire as any 
wiring system could be; (4) that any sugges- 
tion that the explosion or explosions said to 
have devastated the main building of No 
164 could have been due to the company’s 
gas cylinders or their contents was wholly in- 
compatible with the known facts; (5) that 
nothing on the premises—batteries, carboys 
of acid, or the contents of cylinders—could 
by any possibility have caused the death of 
the three firemen by carbon monoxide gas 
pcisoning. 

The two branches of the inquiry which 
concerned Exide Batteries, Ltd., related to 
the cause of the outbreak and the circum- 
stances in which the three firemen had lost 
their lives. Nobody, he said, listening to 
the evidence could help being aware that 
there was in the minds of some of the parties 
a vague kind of hailucination caused by 
hvsterical articles written in the Press at 
the time of the fire. 


CARBON MONOXIDE 


There had been one suggestion that carbon 
monoxide might have been the result of sul- 
phuric acid coming in contact with cyanide 
of potassium. ‘hat was ludicrous, he said, 
Apart from that, there had actually been no 
cyanide of potassium im the building. ‘Lhere 
was a good source of carbon monoxide in the 
coal gas of every house, and he wauld be able 
to satisfy the Tribunal that there was no 
material in the premises and no process being 
carried on which involved any greater de- 
gree of risk of fire than existed in nine out 
of ten ordinary business establishments in the 
city or in any domestic dwelling that used 
gas or wood or any combustible material. 
He would also satisfy the Tribunal that what- 
ever explosion occurred took place in No. 
164, and were not connected with the cylinders 
or their contents in No. 165, the premises of 
Exide Batteries, Ltd. 

It was improbable to the degree of im- 
possibility to believe that the contents of 
these cylinders could have escaped mixed to- 
gether, gone round into another building, 
and then have caused an explosion in that 
building. Even if the contents had succeeded 
in mixing there was not sufficient coal gas to 
make an explosive sufficient to have done 
what these explosions were said to have done. 

Their wiring and fuses were in perfect 
order, and it was not conceivable that sparks 
from any faulty or broken connection had 
caused ignition of woodwork or furniture. He 
would Bo show them that no explosion took 
place in the basement of No. 163. Two of 
the evlinders had been found ruptured in the 
débris of No. 163, and these ruptures could 
not have taken place unless the cylinders 
had been subjected to intense heat. So far 
as these cylinders were concerned, there was 
no more danger in them than in a bottle of 
whiskey—perhaps not as much, 


THE GAS SUPPLY 


One remarkable feature was that the gas 
supply was not cut off until the fire had been 
burning for two and a half hours, satd Mr. 
FitzGibbon. _ 

They would be able to show, he said, that 
neither the roof nor floor of the assembly room 
had been knocked down by the explosions, 
but remained there until after the fire. That 
acquit* the cylinders from the charge of 
having caused the explosion. 

After the fire was over, the wall at the rear 
of Kelly’s flat was lying backwards, and had 
to be pulled down, indicatmg that the ex- 
plosive force came from the forward side. 

Also, in support of his contention that no 
explosion of any considerable force had 
ocenrred in the basement of No. 163 he said 
that a hot water pipe which ran along the 
wall was still intact after the fire On the 
vround floor there was a row of batterfes, and 
three of them fell into the basement when 
the floor collapsed. The hy ge remained un- 
in} in any way except by fire. — . 
Be te thir Chairman, Mr. FitzGibbon 
said that they maintained that the fire had 
started in a crevice between the assembly. 
room and the packing room. — A matter of 
practical importance to the Tribunal was the 
fact that on the night in question each of the 
circuit boards had its proper protection fuse

DUTIES

ROAD-MAKING 
EOUIPMENT

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The Free State Executive Council vester- 
day made an Order, under the Emergency 
Imposition of Duties Act, 1932, imposing 
a duty at the rate of 334 per cent. 
ad valorem on articles of the following 
descriptions, made wholly or mainly of 
iron or steel, or of a combination of iron 
and steel :— 

1. Boilers and heaters for heating or 
melting tar, bitumen, asphalt, or other 
similar articles. 

2. Tumbier or tipping carts and wagons. 

ó. Watering carts. 

4. Component parts. of 
articles. 

This new duty will not be chargeable on 
articles held liable to existing duties on 
animal-drawn or motor vehicles. 

Other Orders made by the Executive 
Council yesterday include the following: 

An extension of the existing duty on 
imported knives, forks and spoons to in- 
clude such articles if made of an alloy 
containing copper or tin or zinc. 

Replacing the existing duty on sodium 
'arbonate imported in crystalline form by 
a duty.on ‘* Sodium carbonate other than 
sodium carbonate imported in powder 
form.” The rate of duty (2s. per ewt.) 
remains unchanged. 

Increasing the duty on imported dis. 
infectants, insecticides, verminicides, 
vermicides or fungicides, from 20 to 334 
per cent. ad valorem, and making all these. 
articles also liable to the package duty.

Sie —May I refer to your leading article 
of Wednesday, January 27, in which you very 
skilfully present the case for the Fianna Fail 
Government, and offer President de. Valera 
your advice and support for a Turther term 
of office? You say that, “for good or for 
bad, it has packed a great deal of achieve- 
ment into the past five years.” I shall not 
pause to inquire what is the precise nature of 
‘achievement ' for bad, but “ almost every 
so-called achievement ' can bé shown to have 
brought in its train dangers and disadvan- 
tages which go far to neutralise its benefits, 
For example, the present social policy, you 
say, cannot be undone without a retury to 
chaos. Agreed. Presumably, all your readers 
are prepared to contribute, each according 


to his means, to the higher cost of social 
services’ So are we all. But the increase in 
taxation, direct, indirect and hidden, since 


1932—on a decreasing national income—far 
and away exceeds the most generous estimate 
of increased expenditure on social services. 
Thus, there may be two ways of * achieving ”’ 
desirable ends. 

It. would be possible to take aimost every 
item of Fianna Fail policy, as declared 
before the general election of 1932, and 
demonstrate conclusively that the same party, 
when in office, was forced to abandon these 
items, some of them after costly, but futile, 
attempts at fulfilment. Even the policy of the 
retention of the land annuities has not 
persisted. The coal-cattle pacts mark its 
complete abandonment. 

In so far as the present Government has 
succeeded in external or internal matters, its 
success has been due to the adoption of the 
policy of its predecessors. Unfortunately, 
though they may have adopted the policy, 
they are far from adopting the same 
methods as Mr. Cosgrave, and very far from 
bringing to the State che same benefits. 
themselves Republicans; now 
they adhere to the Commonwealth “ because 
it 1s good business They attended an 


‘Imperial Conference at Ottawa, but did no 


good for the Irish people, instead of Imperial 
preferences they got Imperial penalties. The 
Public Safety Act was ‘the greatest tyranny 
since Cromwell,’’ now it is necessary for the 
preservation of public order. The Shannon 
scheme and the Carlow beet factory were 
‘white elephants,’’ now they are fundamental 
to our economic system. Providence was 
thanked because “the British market was 
gone for ever, now subsidies to farmers, 
increased costs to Saorstat consumers and 
monopolies to England are gladly decreed 
to preserve even part of that market under 
penal tariffs. The National Army and the 
Garda Siochana were described as “‘ counter- 
parts of British defence,’’ now they are so 
essential that an additional milion a year 
is spent on their upkeep. Two-Cham ber 
Government was abolished as being ‘‘unneces- 
sary and extravagant’’ in this country, now 
we are to have some revised form of Second 
Chamber. 

These are but a few of the fundamental 
polities on which Mr. Cosgrave and .his 
colleagues built this State in the teeth of 
wild opposition. These are the policies for 
which they still stand, even though they are 
now very unskilfully woven into the #tanna_ 
fal programme and claimed as its very 
own. The Fianna Fail conversion ig un- 
willing, belated, perhaps not deep, and, above 
all, has been expensive and destructive to 
our trade and our capital resources, 

Our industrial and agricultural programme 
differs fundamentally from Fianna Far in 
that we look at the country’s economy as a 
whole. We hold, in the words of Mr. 
Cosgrave at a recent meeting, that ‘‘ upon 
the maintenance of the purchasing power of 
our agricultural community depend the pros- 
pects of permanent prosperity for industrial 
enterprise.” We hold that the basis of our 
agricultural industry must continue to be 
mixed farming with the ever-increasing 
production of live-stock and __live-stock 
products of the highest quality. For 
our exportable surplus preferences must 
and can be obtained in the unlimited.

Irish Unity 

? fortnight has passed since President 
de Valera met the Dominions Secretary 
in London, and, so far as we know, the 
“informal ”' conversations that were held 
in the Grosvenor Hotel have not had any 
tangible results. No further talks have 
taken place on either side of the Irish 
Sea. No attempt has heen made to take 
advantage of the atmosphere of good-will 
that was created on that occasion to 
advance the project of an Anglo-Irish 
settlement, and the whole incident seems 
merely to have been yet another flash in 
the political pan. There has been much 
unnecessary mystery regarding the trend 
of the President’s chat with Mr. Malcolm 
Macdonald. At the beginning both states. 
men refused point-blank to give any 
information to the newspapers; but, 
whereas in Dublin members of the Govern. 
ment can keep their secrets in the most re- 
markable. way, the trade of news-gathering 
in England has been reduced to such a fine 
art that secrecy is almost impossible. All 
conjectures, some probably 
‘‘inspired,’? have anpeared in the London 


newspapers, and the other day Mr. 
Macdonald himself announced in the 
House of Commons that President de 


Valera had ‘‘ urged strongly that steps 
should be taken towards establishing the 
unity of Ireland.” He added that no 
scheme had been put forward, and the 
matter had not been discussed further. 
Messrs. dé Valera and Macdonald were 
together for about five hours all told. 
Manifestly, it was impossible that in such 
a short period of time either -of them 
could have adumbrated the terms of any 
plan for Irish unity; and the way in 


which the reports have been received in 


Belfast indicate that the Government of 
Northern Ireland knows nothing of any 


such plan. We fear that President de 
Valera merely produced his King 
Charles’s head, not for the first, or, 


indeed, the twenty-first, time, and gave 


Mr. Macdonald to understand that no 


political settlement would be possible 
unless it should contain some arrange- 
ment whereby the six counties of Northern 
Ireland should be brought within the 
ambit of an all-Ireland Parliament. If 
this speculation should prove to be correct, 
the de Valera-Macdonald conversations 
will go the way of all previous conferences, 
To begin negotiations with a demand for 
Irish unity is just about as futile as to 
begin with a demand for possession of the 
moon. 

When the Anglo-Irish Treaty was signed 
fifteen years ago, and the first Constitu- 
tion of the Free State was produced, there 
might have been a vague hope of a united 
Ireland, although even then it was plain 
to be seen that there was not the slightest 
chance of an early reconciliation between 
North and South, What has happened 
in the meantime? The ink hardly was 
dry on the Constitution when the Free 
State was rent asunder by the civil war, 
by means of which Mr. de Valera and his 
associates sought to upset the verdict of 


| Dáil Eireann, which had accepted the 


Treaty. The Free State party won the 
war in the field; but the new Government, 
in its eagerness to show that it was just 
as nationally-minded as Mr, de Valera, 
proceeded to do everything in its power 
to weaken the so-called imperial connec- 
tion, and, in particular, to show its 
complete contempt for Northern Ireland. 
The egregious Boundary Bureau was 
brought into being, and exacerbated party 
feeling in the North in the most gratuitous 
fashion ; but even its worst mistakes were 
outdone by the Free State Government's 
insistence on the establishment of the 
Feetham Boundary Commission, through 
which it hoped to render the Northern 
State completely impotent. How that 
effort failed has passed into history. Ever 
since that time both Free State Govern- 
ments seem to have gone out of their way 
to alienate Northern sympathies. Mr. 
Cosgiave began the movement ‘Los von 
England ''—away from England—and Mr. 
de Valera has carried it on with a 
vengeance, The British flag, the National 
Anthem, even the King’s health, were 
outlawed. The very colour of the pillar- 
boxes and postage stamps was changed. 


“Appeals to the Privy Council were 


eet 


abolished, the Gaelic language was foisted 
upon the people of the Free State with 
an ever-increasing intensity, tariffs of 
every conceivable kind were imposed on 
British and Northern exports, and the 
Cosgrave Government went so far as to 
prohibit divorce in its effort to be 
‘‘different.’’ All these changes culminated 
in Mr. de Valera’s new Constitution, 
which was framed in such a manner as 
to enable him to boast that ‘ Great 
Britain might be millions of miles 
away ”; and now, forsooth, he blandly 
urges Mr. Macdonald to establish the 
unity of Ireland! : . 

We are quite prepared to admit that 
both Mr. Cosgrave and Mr. de Valera 
have been concerned more with symbols 
than with realities, and that, so long as 
Article 1 of the Constitution—to be known 
henceforward, presumably, as Airtiogal 1— 
remains intact, the Free State’s place in 
the Commonwealth will be as secure as if 
Union Jacks were flying from every 
window in the City of Cork. Most of the 
changes that have been made, most of the 
shackles that the Vice-President of the 
Executive Council has been smashing in 
his efforts to hack his way out of the 
British Empire, may be described justly, 
if inelegantly, as eye-wash. For all prac- 
tical purposes—save one—‘‘ external ” is 
just as valuable as “‘ internal ” associa- 
tion, and Mr. de Valera’s refusal to 
recognise the imperial flag is just as un- 
important finally as his refusal to wear 
a top hat. The one exception, however, 
happens to be in regard to Northern 
Ireland. In the six counties the people 
are every bit as proud of their symbols 
as Mr. de Valera is contemptuous of them. 
Herein lies the tragedy of Ireland's parta- 
tion. The South has thrown away every: 
thing that the North holds dear. While 
the twenty-six counties have been drawing 
farther and farther away from Great 
Britain and the other Dominions, the six 
counties have been striving to draw closer 
and closer to them; and the gap between 
North and South, which, in all conscience. 
was sufficiently wide in 1922, has become 


‘| almost unbridgeable in 1937. We believe 


that reunion would be to Northern 
Ireland’s ultimate advantage. We believe 
that the Government in Belfast is just as 
obstinate and as narrow-minded in 
national affairs as the Government in 
Dublin—in some respects, indeed, it is 
even more obstinate and more narrow- 
minded; but the facts remain. First Mr. 
Cosgrave, and afterwards Mr. de Valera, 
with full knowledge of what they aps 
doing, did everything in their power to 
counteract the natural processes of re- 
union in this country. Having completed 
this fell work, the President of the 
Executive Council expects now that the 
British Government, in some miraculous 
way, can, as it were, unscramble the eggs. 
As a pre-election manoeuvre it may have 
its poinis: as practical politics the thing 


is absurd. 


A Tale of Two Cities 


New discontent threatens in Belfast. Of 
late the citizens have been encouraged to 
expect a substantial reduction in the rates, 
but it seems that their hope will be dis- 
appointed. The Corporation s ten spend- 
ing committees were asked a short time 
ago to reduce their estimates by every 
means in their power ; byt, while four have 
acceded to the request, the remaining six 
have been unable to recommend a change. 
It seems, therefore, that, while there is 
unlikely to be an increase in the rates for 
the coming financial year, a lightening of 
the burden is equally improbable. The 
ratepayers of Dublin would sympathise 
with their distressed comrades in the 
North if they were not uneasily conscious 
of two things. In the first place their own 
rates almost certainly will show a con- 
siderable increase next year—an inerease, 
in all probability, of 1s. 6d. in the pound. 
In the second place, it is difficult for 
citizens who already pay 16s. in the pound, 
and expect to pay 17s. 6d., th do otherwise 
than envy those who escape with a levy 
of 12s. Admittedly, the Corporation of 
Dublin is not entirely to blame for the 
high figure of this year, and the still 
higher figure of next year; its expenditure 
is dictated largely by those elements of 


the Government’s economic policy which 


have thrust a great number of unemployed 
and destitute families upon the Corpora- 
tion’s mercy. Much the same, however, 
applies to Belfast, whose Corporation is 
suffering from a Stormont seisachtheia, 
We are forced to the conclusion that there 
is a radical difference of outlook between 
the two City Councils—a difference which 
amply explains that other, more material, 
difference of 4s. in the pound, Belfast s 
Corporation is not a model; yet nobody 
can deny that the services of Belfast 
are substantially better than those of 
Dublin. The municipally-owned transport 
system is a hundred years ahead of 
Dublin’s—and makes money. The problem 
of water has been taken in hand years ago, 
with the result that Belfast ‘now possesses 
an exeellent supply—while the threat of 
actual famine has been needed to force 
Dublin's authorities into action. Street 
lighting in Belfast has been, and still is 
being, improved beyond recognition, while 
Dublin continues to await relief from her 
nocturnal gloom. We should be more 
tolerant of the impending increase in 
Dublin’s rates if we had any reason to 
suppose that it would be accompanied by 
a broadening of the Corporation's outlook ; 
but nothing‘ points to so desirable a 
change. Must the Northern municipality 
continue to make progress in all civic 
characteristics while its Southern counter- 
part continues to decline—or will the 
coming financial year bring new life to 
Dublin? We can only hope so, consoling 
ourselves meawhile with the thought that 
Dublin’s plight is at least better than that 
of Cork, whose citizens are confronted with 
a rate of no less than 23s.

Wild Weather 


The weather prophets have proven only 
too accurate; they prophesied 1+ hard 
winter, and the elements have couspired tc 
make their words come true. With the 
thermometer unsteadily balanced in the 


thirties, and a vicious easterly wind lash- yip 


ing seas and faces without discrimination | 


and with scant mercy, few ordinary folk 
will be disposed to give the prophets their 
meed of praise, 
some consideration ; they warned us in 
advance, and if we did not take their 
warnings as seriously as we should have 
taken them, they are clearly entitled to 
be smugly satisfied. Wherever people con- 
gregate the primary and most important 
topic for discussion is the weather, and 
that concomitant of the bad weather, the 
epidemic. Many hundreds of people have 
been attacked with the ‘flu; whole staffs 
have been prostrated in business and other 
places; medical men and chemists have 
been working overtime. In some parts of 
Ireland rivers have burst their banks and 
flooded adjacent lands. At the Port of 
Dublin the water laps the roadways by 
the quays, and the promenade at Bray is 
strewn with stony wreckage. In England 
a canoeist finds his course on what was 
once the towing-path by London’s river, 
and snow drifts make High Peak and 
Yorkshire moors dangerous to traffic. But 
all this seems like benevolence when con- 
trasted with the disaster which has over- 
taken the Mississippi Valley in the 
United States. There, so many people 
have lost their lives that a censorship has 


. been imposed to prevent the ghastly facts 


from creating further panic. In one great 
city alone the damage is estimated at 20 
million pounds, and some 200,000 people 
have been plunged into the direst destitu- 
tion. With hundreds of square miles of 
territory under water, large cities wrecked 
and depopulated, and a river fifteen miles 
wide, it would seem as if Chesterton’s 
words, ‘‘the cataract of the cliff of 


Heaven fell blindly o’er the brink,’’ had 


been suddenly realised. The water has not 
yet “ covered the Matterhorn as deep as a 
Mendip mine,” but the icy winds and 
ravaging storms have made thoughts turn 
towards wine; have kept toes close to the 
fire; and have, perhaps, induced indulg- 
ence in intellectual or domestic pastimes. 


Wolf, Wolf! 


The wretched wolf which escaped from 
the Kidlington ‘‘ Zoo’’ in Oxford a bare 


‘couple of days ago has met his doom— 


shot by a Press photographer. To be shot 
by a Press photographer usually involves 
no fatal consequences ; but on this occasion 
the shooting was done in anger with a 
bullet. It,is too late now to set matters 
to rights; but that wolf should have been 
warned of the perils of freedom long 
befere he decided to take a look at the 
great world about him. The Kidlington 
‘* Zoo’ is a small and recherché establish. 
ment, visited in the main by gentle 
animal-lovers: there is none of that 
umbrella play and bun-throwing which is 
such a predominant and revolting 
characteristic of the larger type of 
“Gardens.” For a dispatriated wolf 
there could be few better holes; yet the 
misguided creature in question threw up 
all this — peace and comfort without 
a second’s consideration. We only can 
say that he got what was coming to him. 
He flung himself into a maelstrom of 
danger beside which the Russian steppes 
looked like the Elysian Fields. In the 
very first moments of his escape he would 
have had to dodge a virtually limitless 
number of railway trains, omnibuses. 
motor cars, motor lorries, steam lorries 
and moter bicycles. To postpone his 
demise the wolf might Have tried the lane- 
ways and hedgerows, and here, if he 
succeeded in avoiding the enraged romantic 
couples, he would have been faced with an 
army of university botanists, naturalists, 
entomologists and poets on the look-out 
for spring. All would have turned upon 
him with dreadful violence as a threat to 
their concentration. Yet the wolf would 
have been safer here than in the city ; for 
in the city he assuredly would have pro. 
voked undergraduates to some manifesta 
tion of humour. He might have found 
himself in bed with an unpopular don 
before either he or the don had grasped 
the full implications of the situation. 
Flying from this awkward position the 
wolf might have been crushed to death 
beneath the bicycle wheels of a lady from 
St. Hughs, who would be roaring back 
from some midnight cocoa party with hei 
colleagues. As it was, the wolf was shot 
by a Press photographer, and now we 
think of it, perhaps, that was the best 
thing that could have happened to him in 
the danger zone of Oxford.

‘IN THE SADDLE 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—The end of the second week since 
Parliament resumed finds the Government 
well. in the saddle and riding easily in 
somewhat heavy going. They have already 
had some awkward fences, but the impetus 
of a good start has carried them over these 
obstacles without mishap. The most 
welcome incident so far has been the im- 
mediate revocation of an unwise depart- 
mental decision to establish a new aero- 
plane factory near Maidenhead. This pro- 
ject embodied almost every conceivable 
form of indiscretion. There were, no 
doubt, certain technical advantages in the 
White Waltham site, but.the choice of it 


jleft entirely out of account the desperately 


earnest desire of Parliament to see that 
something substantial is done to benefit 
areas still suffering from severe unem 
ployment, and to divert the activities con- 
sequent upon re-armament to those areas 
sc far as possible. 

The second obstacle to be surmounted 
was the question of the discharges of 
certain men from the dockyards, The inter- 
vention of the Prime Minister in last 


‘Tuesday’s debate was no mere formality. 


Points of principle were raised owing. to 
the fact that, through no fault of the 
Government, a dramatic atmosphere was. 
imparted to these discharges. It was 
argued that, though, in fact, technically 
the same as those which take place every 
week in the dockyards, they involved a 
denial of democratic principles. It, there- 
fore, required the Prime Minister—the 
embodiment of devotion to democracy—to 
point out that every Government must 
from time to time take action for which 
they cannot give the full reason. 

A third obstacle was the renewal last 
Wednesday of the allegations that the 
Government are not taking sufficiently 
seriously their own ms of ex- 
panding the Air Force. Ín —— 
this obstacle the Government may be sai 
to have struck the top rail and to have 
ecked, though not to have fallen, upon 
anding. : |

á Eois provisional proposals for adminis- 
tering the Government's five million 
subsidy for home-killed beef provided 
under the Livestock Industry Bill were 
published in a white paper to-day. A 
premium is to be placed on home-bred © 
fat cattle of eligible qualities in order to 
encourage home breeders to improve and 
develop beef cattle herds. The arrange- 
ments as to the subsidy will be carried on 
through the Cattle Commission, and 
animals will have to be approved by a 
committee of three, an auctioneer, a 
butcher and a producer, who will appoint 
one of their members to be a certifying 
officer. The producer will receive payment 
on receipt of a certificate from the certify- 
All cattle will be graded, and 
the rates of subsidy will be prescribed by 
the market situation. 


Physical Training 


I understand that the preliminary 
portion of the physical fitness plans pre- 
pared by the Government will be set ivrth 
in the House of Commons next week, and 
for the opening these plans will deal prin- 
cipally with the development of physical 
training in schools, as the exercises there 
will be under the direction of the Board 
of Education. No legislation will be re- 
quired, but the Government intend to pro- 
duce a bill before the end of the session 
to provide local councils with powers to 
arrange facilities for adults and young 
after leaving school. In the carrying out 
of the work three Ministries, those of 
Health, Labour and Education, will com- 
bine, but there will be no separate physical 
training department. It is likely that the 
Government scheme will provide for 
gymnasia in every town, a great number 
of new swimming pools, more open spaces, 
and additional sports grounds. 


Sugar Conference 


If agreement can be reached at the. In- 
ternational Sugar Conference, which is to 
be held on April Sth, a saving of some- 
thing like £3,300,000 to the country may 
be the result. It is the view in Mincing 
lane, where the commodity traders dwell, 
that the conference will aim at restricting 
sugar production, so as to raise prices to 
levels enabling reductions in the import 
duty on Dominion and Colonial sugar, 
with the cessation of the home beet 
subsidy. The estimate of the beet subsidy 
for the year ending March 31 next is 
£3,305,000. and in the course of the past 


‘ten years the Government has paid no less 


a sum than £40,000,000 for this subsidy. 
Honour for Mr. J. L. Baird 


Mr. J. L. Baird, who has been awarded 
the International Faculty of Sciences gold 
medal in recognition of his work in the 
science of television, was to have been 
presented with it to-day at. the Central 
Hall, Westminster, and preparations had 
been made for a gathering in his honour. 
At the time the presentation was to take 
place the only people present were the 
President, the Secretary, and one member 
of the Council. The chairs in the body of 
the room were empty, and the absence of 
so many people was ascribed to the most 
inclement weather prevailing outside. The 
presentation with the annual meeting of 
the Faculty were postponed until to- 
morrow evening, when Mr. Baird is to be 


the chief guest at the society's annual 


dinner. 
Clergy in Elections

The fifty million sterling loan, which is in 
the course of arrangement between London 
and Paris, is at the moment a subject of 
keen discussion here as to the period, the 
rate of interest, and the requisite security. 
It seems that there has been a considerable 
difference of opinion, as the French 
borrowers want the moftey for a year 
while the British lenders are unwilling 
to let it go for longer than six months. 
Then, again, the borrowers think that three 
and a half per cent. is ample interest. but 
the lenders ask four, or, if possible ‘four 
and a half. The security is also a aubjeet 
of disputé, though the lenders would he 
ready to accept a lien on receipts of the 
French railwavs, but the borrowers appear 
~ be rather diffident in regard to such a 
step. .

HE prospect of a substantial re-

The estimates of nearly all the 
spending departments are higher this 
year, and there has not been a 
generous response to the request of 
the Finance Committee, that the 
amount of the estimates should be 
reduced. : 


PROTEST EXPECTED 


Six of the committees have made no 
alterations in their estimates, and only 
four have made reductions. The Improve- 
ment Committee, which is the largest 
spending department of the Corporation, 
with a total estimate of expenditure for 
next year of £446,050, has only reduced 
this amount by £1,400. The Police Com- 
mittee estimates (£136,636) are reduced by 
£3,000, while there are small reductions 
of £280 and £325 in the estimates of the 
Baths and Estates Committees respec- 
tively. . 

At the monthly meeting of the Corpora- 
tion on Monday there is expectéd to be 
some vigorous criticism of the attitude of 
the Spending Committees in adhering to 
the larger sums, particularly in the case 
of the Improvement Committee. 


THE UNEMPLOYED 


The rates in Belfast this year on the 
higher valuations is 10s. 4d. in the £. This 
does not include a water rate of 1s. 8d. 
levied by the Belfast Water Commis- 
sioners. 

It was hoped that when the Northern 
Government took over responsibility for 
the able-bodied unemployed on the Ist 
April next the Belfast Corporation would 
be relieved of a considerable expenditure, 
but it now appears that the Government 
are requesting a grant of £70,000 per 
annum towards the cost, and are leaving 
to the Corporation responsibility for 20 
per cent. of the unemployed.

NEW COUNCIL 
INCORPORATED 


£10,000 A YEAR SCHEME 
IN FREE STATE

Í T was announced yesterday that the 

scheme for the establishment of 
a Medical Research Council in the 
Free State, details of which were 
first published in the “: Irish Times ”’ 
last summer, has reached fruition. 
The certificate of incoPporation was 
obtained by Mr. P. HX O'Reilly, 
solicitor, on Tuesday last, and the 
subscribers to the memorandum and 
articles of association are :— |

The project for the establishment of a 
scheme to promote medical research in 
Ireland has been more or less before the 
public for about four years, and has 
occupied the thoughts of doctors and 
others for a much longer period. 

In 193ó the Academy of Medicine sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Local Govern- 
ment and to the Committee of Reference 
for the Sweepstakes a scheme for medical 
research. This scheme, which was very 
comprehensive, was intended to include 
pure scientific research, as well as clinical 
research, and also the provision of 
scholarships for research workers in other 
countries. It was considered that it 
would involve a capital expenditure of a 
million pounds. 

It was felt, however, under all the 
circumstances, that the Hospitals’ Com- 
mission could not recommend its adoption 
while the claims for the Irish hospitals 
were as pressing as they were then. 
Meanwhile, the Associated Hospitals’ 
Committee had been independently con-. 
sidering the possibilities of promoting a 
medical research scheme and ad 
appointed a sub-committee in this matter. 


A REVISED SCHEME 


The two bodies combined and formed a 
Joint Committee. This Joint Committee 
was further augmented by the inclusion of 
representatives of Dublin University and 
the three constituent colleges of the 
National University. : 
The amalgamated body subsequently 
presented a revised ‘scheme to the 
Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health. In this scheme the idea 
of a Central Research Institute was aban- 
doned, it being felt that the capital ex- 
penditure involved was scarcely justifi- 
able at this stage. The scheme, however, 
was said to combine the claims made on 
behalf of clinical research in hospitals 
and purely scientific research in medical 
colleges. i 
It was ultimately agreed between the 
Hospitals’ Commission and the Joint 
Committee that for the present a sum of 
not less than £10,000 per annum should 
be set aside for the purposes of this 
scheme. Of this sum £4,000 is required 
to enable scholarships to be awarded to 
suitsble candidates in other countries 
The advantages of such external scholar.

For 
fifteen hours there was no news of the 
missing ‘bus, and a search party that 
dug its way for thirteen miles across the 
moor eventually found it almost buried in 
snow. 

Yesterday morning,- when no news of 
the *bus had been received, a search party 
from Minehead, which ineluded the 
manager of the ’bus company, Mr. W. J. 
Darke, set out with shovels. They had to 
dig their way through drifts six to eight 
feet high after reaching the top of Porlock

It took them nearly three hours to do 
thirteen miles, and they located the ‘bus 
stuck in the snow at the most exposed 
part of the road between Porlock and 
Lynton. They had to struggle through 
snow four to five feet high to get to the

In Scotland there are four inches to eight 
inches of snow in the border counties, 
with drifts in places. On the Newcastle- 
Edinburgh road and Carter Bar- 
Soutrahill road there are four inches of 
snow, and in Kinross-shire three inches. 

On the higher slopes of the Pennines, 
in North Westm:rlatid, strong winds 
have piled up drifts six feet high between 
Barnard Brough, and snow 
ploughs are out on the road and also on 
the railway. 

‘Bus drivers in the Upper Eden Valley 
are carrying spades to cut a way through 
the drifts. 

Shepherds and flockmasters are having 
an anxious time on the high farms at 
Stainmiore, near Kirkby Stephen. Many 
have been continuously tending their 
sheep for twenty-four hours, and were 
likely to be out all last night, as the 
blizzard showed no sign of abating.

STEAMER’S EIGHT-DAY 
VOYAGE FROM LONDON 
From Our CORRESPONDENT. 

ROSSLARE, Friday. 


The twenty-fourth day has passed since 
a steamer visited the Tuskar Rock light- 
house and the Wexford coast lightships 
~—Lucifer, Blackwater, Barrels and 
Coningbeg—and the reliefs are now ten 
days’ overdue. Furious seas to-day made 
any attempt to approach the marooned 
men impossible. 

After a terrifying battle with the gale 
the Dutch steamer Regina has reached 
Rosslare from London. It took eight 
days to do the voyage, which normally 
occupies three and a half days. She was 
ceaselessly battered by huge seas which 
swept her decks bare and at times reduced 
her speed so much that she scarcely had 
steerage way. The Regina is bound for 
Wexford, but she cannot continue owing 
to the boiling seas on Wexford bar. 

A huge wave which burst over Rosslare 
Pier washed the ballast from beneath the 
tailway line and caused the derailment 
of a locomotive. Rosslare Viaduct was 
again damaged. 

The Rosslare-Fishguard mail boat ex- 
perienced great difficulty in berthing. 

At Rosslare Strand 27 feet of one of 
the greens was washed away, and the 
entire links are threatened. The waves 
have also eaten into the sandhills at an 
alarming rate, and the _ reservoir is 
threatened. ‘The cliff road collapsed, and 
it has been closed to traffic.

Three 
hundred years before the birth of Christ 
Ulster was an independent kingdom, and, 
indeed, most of the stories that come down 
to us from the dim past are concerned with 
the valiant way in whicn Ulstermen defended 
their liberties. There had always been two 
Irelands; there were two Irelands now, 
and, much as it may displease Mr, Mac- 
Dermot, there would be two Irelands as 
long as there were two races who were farther 
apart than the French and Germans.

Government must be one in which 
Nationalists, Republicans and Socialists would 
predominate.

MOUNTING COSTS 


“ I have my own special reasons,” Mr. 
Chamberlain continued, “for most 
earnestly and anxiously’ desiring to see 
some relaxation of the tension in Europe.” 
The country, he added, was embarking 
upon by far the largest programme of de- 
fence that had ever been undertaken in 
time of peace. It was involving us in the 
expenditure of hundreds of millions upon 
munitions and weapons which produced no 
economic return, and which, indeed, had 
the inevitable effect of diverting our in- 
dustries from more desirable activities. He 


believed that that course was absolutely 


essential. 

“ But,” he continued, “as I watch 
the figures mounting up, as I reflect upon 
the growing cost of the maintenance of 
this vast panoply when we have completed 
it, I cannot help being impressed by the 
incredible folly of civilisation which is 
piling these terrible burdens on the 
shoulders of the nations—burdens which, 
if something is not done to reduce them. 
are bound to pull down the standard of 
living for a generation to come.” 

The industrial situation in the country, 
Mr. Chamberlain said, continued to show 
satisfactory improvement; but he would 
add a warning in regard to the stream of 
armament orders. They could not last 
for ever, and it would be necessary to find 
something to put in their place, He 
hoped, therefore, that efforts would be 
made to keep up connection with overseas 
customers, even at this time. 


FOREIGN SITUATION 


In regard to the foreign situation, Mr. 
Chamberlain said that the recent Anglo- 
Italian agreement had already had a 
steadying effect all round the shores of 
the Mediterranean, and had removed a 
good many misunderstandings and sus- 
picions.

With the present tonnage of 650,000 
France was the fourth Naval Power in the 
world and second in Europe, he said. 
adding, ‘‘ According to the Supreme Navy 
Council, we should have 850,000 tons, but 
the Government does not intend such an 
increase as yet.” 

M. Daladier, the Defence Minister, re- 
plying to points raised about the Army, 
rejected the idea of the Army as a career 
—similar to the British system—as a 
dangerous illusion. He declared that the 
country’s life should not be staked on an 
army of two to three hundred thousand 
men, 

M. Pierre Cot, the Air Minister, spoke 
of his intention to form amphibian air 
squadrons for the Alpes.

THE WAR MIGHT HAVE 
BEEN LOST

The part the Fifth Army played in 
staving off defeat during the retreat of 
March, 1918, was defended by General Sir 
Hubert Gough when he spoke in Man- 
chéster last night at the dinner of the 
66th East Lancs Division, which on, that 
occasion formed part of his command. 

The position of the Fifth Army then, 
he said, ‘was very largely due to the dis- 
osition before battle, and the action 
during battle, of very many other people. 
They were not complete. masters of the 
situation. The rene who were the most 
dominant factors to deal with were the 
Germans—(loud laughter)—and there were 
others besides. 

‘People seemed to think the position 
the Fifth Army was in was its own 
choosing and its own selection, and, if it 
did well, “ God bless it,” and, if it did 
badly, it was “ its own bally fault.” That 
was not so. The main point is that the 
jobs we had to do, I think, we carried 
through under the greatest difficulties, and 
in spite of all the actions and disposition 
of everybody else who was playing a part 
in that great drama, 

‘At that time the fate of Europe and 
the fate of the world, and perhaps the 
fate of this great Empire, were really 
dependent on the action of the Fifth 
Army, and if the Army had not managed 
to bring that great attack of Germans 
eventually to a halt, then I think the war 
would have been lost for England and won 
for Germany. | 

‘You know what risks were run on 
that occasion, and how very thin was the 
ribbon between victory and defeat.” . 

Quite lately they had been through a 
period, or process, of what they called 
vindication, and sometimes he supposed 
it might be called white-washing. He 
was very glad that they were all being 
white-washed. The main thing which he 
hoped would come out of this vindication 
was that Britain as a whole ~ould realise 
the great qualities that were displayed in 
those days—the qualities of courage and 
endurance, adaptability and enthusiasm. 
When they came back at the end of the 
battle a wave of odium and_ adverse 
criticism poured upon them, and he did 
think that they then showed another great 
quality that this race was capable of— 
that was dignity. |

THE BOARD’S REPORT 
FOR LAST YEAR 


= 


The seventh annual report of the Board 
of Control for Mechanicai Betting in Saorstat 
Kireann states that steady progress has been 
made. In 1931 the turnover was £85,757, or 
an average of £824 for each day’s racing. 
In 1935 the turnover had _ increased to 
£125,778, with a daily average of £1,067. 
Last year the turnover was £152,565, with a 
daily average of £1,133. Two and a half 
per cent, of the turnover on each course is 
paid to the executive of that course, and 
must be devoted by them to the increase of 
stakes or the reduction of entrance fees or 
admission charges. Last year the amount 
so paid to the racecourse executives was 
£35,514. Adding this amount to the sums 
paid since 1930, and including sums pre- 
sented for Tote Plates, a grand total of 
£20,000 is arrived at as the amount which 
has been directly contributed by the tote to 
assist racing, 

In the beginning of last year the exchange 
system of double event betting was intro- 
duced. The success of that system may be 
gauged by the fact that, while in 1935 the 
double event pools contributed 13.5 of the 
entire takings, in 1936 this percentage was 
16.2, or a net increase of £4,620. 

The debt due to the bank, which in 1931, 
was £28,000, has been reduced to £19,140. 
Of this £15,600 is due on the buildings 
account. 

The number of tickets sold in 1931 was 
575,692; in 1936 that figure was increased 
to 466,848. The increase has been entirely 
in 2s. and 4s, tickets. The sale of 10s. 
tickets has remained practically constant, 
while there has been a distinct falling off in 
tickets value £1 and over. It is also notice- 
able that the largest turnovers are always 
attained on holiday meetings : 

The Board has decided to introduce a new 
system for issuing tickets, so that the speed 
and selling capacity of each window will be 
increased, and it is hoped that lengthy queues 
will be avoided.
